On the 29th April, 1967, the temporary camp of a com- 
pany of the 4th Battalion of Manipur Rifles ni Khaokhilok 
was besieged by about 250 hostilcs who were armed with 


rifles. Light Machine Guns, 2" Mortars and Rocket laun- 
chers. A pitched battle took place between the hostile® and 
the police party, r rhe police party was at a disadvantage 
because its stock of ammunition had been considerably de- 
pleted due to encounters on previous days and was hard 
pressed by the hostiles who eventually charged on the camp. 

At this critical moment both Shri Shyamkishore Singh and 
Subedar Chandraman Rai came out of the Command post 
and while Shri Shyamkishore Singh supplied hand grenades, 
ammunition and mortar shells to the men in the front tren- 
ches, Shri Chandraman Rai hurled grenades on the hostiles 
and evacuated the injured to places of safety. He also 
pounded mortar shells on the covering party of the hostiles. 

It was because of the presence of mind, initiative and 
leadership of Shri Shyamkishore Singh and Subedar Chandra- 
man Rai that the camp was saved from being overrun by the 
hostiles.

He also evacuated the 
persons injured in the encounter. 

In this incident, Shri Hayat Singh showed commendablo 
courage and Initiative in capturing the feature occupied by 
the hostiles.

RESOLUTION 

No. 6-/UT(34)/68. — The problems relating to Inland 
Water Transport were reviewed in the past by the Inland 
Water Transport Committee (Gokhale Committee) in 1959. 
The Committee stressed the need to concentrate efforts on 
those regions where inland water transport continued to play 
an essential role. An Inland Water Transport Directorate 
was set up in March 1965 under the Ministry of Transport 
& Shipping to deal with technical matters relating to the deve- 
lopment of inland water transport. 

_ 2. Although a number of (he recommendations of the 
Committee have been implemented and technical Improve- 
ments were carried out in the navigability of some water- 
ways, the basic fact remains that this form of transport has 
not made any appreciable headway. One of the main fac- 
tors retarding its development is the absence of properly con-
